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OBJECTIVES  AND  METHODS 


The  U.S.  Army  Environmental  Center  (AEC)  tasked  the  Mandatory  Center  of  Expertise  for  the 
Curation  and  Management  of  Archaeological  Collections  (MCX)  with  the  job  of  assisting  Army 
installation  personnel  in  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Native  American  Graves 
Protection  and  Repatriation  Act  (P.L.  101-601,  NAGPRA).  The  MCX  was  asked  to  locate  and 
assess  archaeological  collections  derived  from  Army-owned  lands,  to  identify  the  federally 
recognized  Native  American  tribes  most  likely  culturally  affiliated  with  the  collections,  to  draft 
Section  6  Summary  Letters  for  each  installation,  and  to  conduct  physical  inventories  of  any 
collections  that  contain  human  skeletal  remains.  This  report  conveys  the  results  of  the 
collections  research  completed  to  assist  Fort  Jackson  in  complying  with  the  Section  6  Summary 
requirements  of  NAGPRA. 

The  MCX  used  a  two-stage  process  to  identify,  locate,  and  assess  the  contents  of 
archaeological  collections  from  the  installation.  First,  archival  research  was  performed  to  review 
all  archaeological  site  records  and  reports  for  the  installation.  Second,  telephone  interviews 
were  conducted  with  personnel  at  installations,  universities,  museums,  and  archaeological 
contractors  that  were  identified  during  the  archival  research  as  possible  repositories  of  Army 
collections. 

Archival  research  for  Fort  Jackson  began  with  a  search  of  the  National  Archeological 
Data  Base  (NADB)  for  references  pertaining  to  the  installation.  This  was  followed  by  a  thorough 
examination  of  all  archaeological  site  forms  and  a  literature  review  of  all  pertinent  archaeological 
reports  and  manuscripts  on  file  at  the  South  Carolina  Institute  of  Archaeology  and  Anthropology 
in  Columbia,  South  Carolina.  The  records  search  was  performed  in  January  1995  and  sought  to 
identify  any  work  on  the  installation  that  may  have  produced  archaeological  collections.  - 

Subsequent  telephone  interviews  to  potential  collections  repositories  ascertained  whether 
the  materials  were  present  and  the  range  of  objects  in  each  collection.  Once  the  collections  were 
located  and  assessed,  MCX  personnel  identified  federally  recognized  Native  American  tribes  that 
are  likely  to  be  culturally  affiliated  with  the  materials  in  the  collections.  Draft  Section  6 
Summary  letters  are  enclosed  for  each  of  these  tribes  (Appendix  I),  as  well  as  a  listing  of  the 
current  chairperson  for  each  tribe  (Appendix  II). 
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RESEARCH  RESULTS 


ARCHAEOLOGICAL  INVESTIGATIONS  AT  FORT  JACKSON 

Most  of  the  surveys  of  the  Fort  Jackson  Military  Reservation  occurred  during  the  1980s  and  early 
1990s  and  have  examined  more  than  eighty  percent  (80%)  of  the  entire  installation.  Several 
major  contract  firms  have  conducted  various  types  of  investigations  on  Fort  Jackson  property.

Investigations  consisted  of  systematic  surveys,  test  excavations,  and  excavations  to  mitigate 
adverse  effects  on  sites  where  necessaiy  for  the  installation's  mission. 


SUMMARY  OF  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  COLLECTIONS 

A  total  of  approximately  45  ft3  of  artifacts  and  more  than  seven  linear  feet  of  records  have  been 
identified  for  Fort  Jackson.  As  of  the  date  of  this  report,  these  collections  are  located  in  the 
following  three  repositories. 

SCIAA,  Columbia,  South  Carolina  42  ft3  of  boxed  materials 

Brockington  &  Associates,  Charleston,  SC  2  ft3  of  boxed  materials 

Panamerican  Consultants,  Tuscaloosa,  AL  1223  artifacts 

The  collections  consist  of  prehistoric  stone  tools,  ceramics,  and  historic  materials  such  as 
glass,  building  materials,  ceramics,  and  metal  fragments,  as  well  as  associated  documentation 
such  as  field  notes,  photographs,  and  correspondence.  No  human  skeletal  remains  or  associated 
funerary  objects  were  identified  in  our  review  of  the  collections  and  collection  documentation. 
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The  attached  Summary  of  Current  Locations  of  Archaeological  Collections  from  Fort 
Jackson  (Appendix  III)  provides  detailed  information  about  each  collection  derived  as  a  result  of 
archaeological  investigations  at  the  installation.  A  collection  consists  of  all  of  the  materials, 
artifacts  and  associated  documentation  (e.g.,  field  notes,  maps,  photos,  data  analyses, 
correspondence),  produced  as  a  result  of  an  archaeological  investigation  or  project  at  a  single 
site  or  multiple  sites.  In  some  cases,  the  same  archaeological  site  may  have  been  investigated  by 
various  individuals  or  organizations.  Depending  on  where  the  resulting  collections  are  curated, 
they  may  be  stored  and  identified  as  separate  collections  or  separate  components  of  a  single 
collection.  In  cases  where  the  artifacts  and  records  have  become  separated,  we  list  the  records 
collections  repository  as  well. 

Every  attempt  has  been  made  to  locate  all  collections  cited  on  available  archaeological 
site  records  or  in  published  and  unpublished  references  to  archaeological  investigations  on  the 
installation. 


REFERENCES  TO  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  INVESTIGATIONS 

Three  sets  of  references  regarding  archaeological  work  conducted  on  Fort  Jackson  are  attached: 
Appendix  IV  contains  the  list  of  references  reviewed  by  the  MCX  during  its  archival  research; 
Appendix  V  is  the  list  of  references  contained  in  the  National  Archeological  Data  Base  (NADB); 
and  Appendix  VI  provides  the  references  cited  in  the  literature  but  not  available  for  review  by  the 
MCX. 


NATIVE  AMERICAN  TRIBES  ASSOCIATED  WITH  FORT  JACKSON 

The  chronological  periods  of  the  archaeological  collections  from  Fort  Jackson,  as  recorded  on  the 
site  forms,  range  from  unknown  prehistoric  to  Mississippian  to  20th  Century  historic. 

The  geographical  location  of  Fort  Jackson,  based  on  the  1978  Indian  Lands  Judicially 
Established  (U.S.G.S.  n.d.),  is  within  the  lands  claimed  by  the  Catawba  as  their  aboriginal 
territory.  The  Catawba  Indian  Nation  of  South  Carolina  is  centered  on  a  reservation  in  eastern 
York  County,  South  Carolina.  The  Catawba  Indian  Nation  of  South  Carolina  was  federally 
recognized  in  October  1993  (Davis  1994:91-94).  The  draft  historic  preservation  plan  for  the  Fort 
(Poplin  et.  al.  1993)  also  identifies  the  Catawba  Tribe  from  York  and  Lancaster  Counties  as  the 
tribes  to  be  notified  in  the  event  of  future  archaeological  finds  on  post. 

In  an  undated  report  prepared  for  TRADOC  (Beidleman  n.d.:6-15),  Creek  and  Cherokee 
were  listed  as  the  federally  recognized  tribes  located  closest  to  the  Fort  However,  with  the  1993 
federal  recognition  of  the  Catawba  Nation,  this  tribe  is  more  closely  related  to  the  aboriginal 
lands  presently  occupied  by  Fort  Jackson. 
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SECTION  6  COMPLIANCE 


P.L.  101-601  (NAGPRA)  requires  that  federal  agencies  engage  in  active  consultation  with  Native 
Americans  with  federally  recognized  tribes  and/or  lineal  descendants  who  may  be  culturally 
affiliated  with  the  archaeological  collections  from  the  installation.  Enclosed  are  a  draft 
NAGPRA  Section  6  Summary  letter  (Appendix  I)  and  a  list  of  the  tribal  chairpersons  (Appendix 
II)  from  the  federally  recognized  tribes  which  may  be  culturally  affiliated  with  the  collections. 

Initial  consultation  should  be  conducted  on  a  govemment-to-govemment  basis.  Refer  to 
P.L.  101-601  (NAGPRA)  for  specifics  on  required  Native  American  consultation  and  the  legal 
definitions  of  items  subject  to  NAGPRA.

I  am  writing  to  inform  you  of  collections  held  by  Fort  Jackson  that  may  contain  Native 
American  cultural  items,  as  defined  by  the  Native  American  Graves  Protection  and  Repatriation 
Act  (NAGPRA),  that  are,  or  are  likely  to  be,  culturally  affiliated  with  the  Catawba  Indian  Nation. 
Fort  Jackson  has  documented  these  archaeological  collections  in  a  Summary  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  Section  6  of  NAGPRA. 

Fort  Jackson  is  responsible  for  collections  that  include  approximately  42  cubic  feet 
housed  at  the  South  Carolina  Institute  of  Archaeology  and  Anthropology  in  Columbia,  South 
Carolina,  two  cubic  feet  of  material  at  Brockington  &  Associates  in  Charleston,  South  Carolina, 
and  1223  artifacts  recovered  from  14  test  sites  and  presently  stored  at  Panamerican  Consultants 
in  Tuscaloosa,  Alabama.  These  archaeological  collections  were  generated  from  surveys  and/or 
excavations  conducted  from  1971  to  the  present.  The  collections  consist  of  prehistoric  stone 
tools,  ceramics,  and  historic  materials  such  as  glass,  building  materials,  ceramics,  and  metal 
fragments,  as  well  as  associated  documentation  such  as  field  notes,  photographs,  and 
correspondence.  No  sacred  objects,  objects  of  cultural  patrimony,  human  skeletal  remains  or 
funerary  objects  were  identified  in  our  review  of  the  collections  and  collection  documentation. 

We  are  notifying  the  Catawba  Indian  Nation  because  some  of  these  materials  were  found 
in,  or  around,  the  area  thought  to  be  part  of  the  territory  occupied  or  used  aboriginally  by  the 
Catawba  Indian  Nation.  In  accordance  with  Section  6  of  NAGPRA,  we  are  inviting  you  to 
consult  with  us  regarding  these  archaeological  collections.  Upon  your  written  request,  we  will 
provide  you  access  to  review  our  records,  catalogues,  relevant  studies,  or  other  pertinent  data  for 
the  purpose  of  determining  the  geographic  origin,  cultural  affiliation,  and  basic  facts  surrounding 
acquisition  and  accession  of  these  collections.
